FIVE DAYS OF FIGHTING 


Before City Surrendered in 


What is Said to Have 
Been the Most Hotly Con- 
tested Battle of the Revo- 


; lution. 
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Zacatecas, Zac., Mex, June 24.—(De- 


layed in transmission over military 
wires)—The fiercest lighting on both 
sides and unusually high loss ot lite 
to both federal and constitutionaists, 
ended last night in the capture ot 
Eaeatecas by General Villa's forces. 
It required five days of battle to take 
the federal stronghold 
of central 
Mexico. 


The federals under General Medina 


Barron defended their positions stub- 
bornly. But they finally -were ovei- 
come by the forces or General Villa 
and General Natera. 
The constitu- 


tionalist soldiers scaled hill after hill 
-and mountain alter mountain, lulling 
and wounding thousands of federals 
and suffering heavy losses themselves. 
So far it Jias been impossible to ob- 
tain accurate estimate of losses on 
both sides The heaps of dead on the 
nwuntam sides and in the city bore 
testimony of 
the 
ferocity of 
the 
fighting. 


General Villa was in the center of 


the attacking party. 
Five members 


of his staff, accompanying him, were 
wounded. 
The number of constitu- 


tionalist officers killed or wounded, 
was unusually great 
General Trini- 


dad Rodriguez, one of the best of Vil- 
la's brigade commanders, was shot 
thro.ugh the throat and is not 'expect- j 
ed to live. " 


The constitutionalists 
in many 


cases had to advance 011 hands and 
knees as those below on the steep in- 
clines passed the rifles from hand to 
hand. These feats were accomplished 
under hea\y machine gun tire. 


Nothing seehied to lessen the de- 


termination of Villa's troops, though 
the federals had thrown up trenches 
and redoubts on all sides. Hill sides 
aiforded no cover for the attackm 
troops. 


The cordon of defense gradually 


narrowed until the last hills on the 
outskirts of the city fell into the hands 
of Villa's men. 


numbering -14,000, 
commanded by- 


Mediiia Barron and five other gener- 
als, was defeated completely by niy 
iorces which were commanded" ef- 
fectively, by General Nateras. Up to 
this moment, we have five thousand

John Ridenour Attempts 


Suicide at City Prison; 


Is Discovered In Time 


The short space of two minutes 


stood between John Ridenour and 
death, in the city prison Thursday 
forenoon. 
Two other prisoners dis- 


covered Ridenour's unconscious form 
hanging from a cell bar, cut him 
down and gave the alarm to Turn- 
key George McClure at 11:40. 


When "Deuce" Kelly and another 


prisoner named Minor found Riden- 
our, his face was discolored and his 
tongue was protruding. 
Drs. H. B. 


Anderson and P. H. Cosner declared 
the man would have been dead with- 
in, two minutes. 


With heroic treatment he regain- 


ed consciousness within half an hour 
"after being released from his self- 
imposed death 'sentence. 
He was 


transferred,to the county jail late'in 
the^ afternoon and it is probable a 
lunacy inquest will be held Friday to 
determine his sanity. 


Ridenour was sent to 
the 
city 


prison a few days ago pending exe- 
cution of a wqrkhouse sentence Im- 
posed by Mdyor Bigbee, in default 
of Ridenour's payment of a $50 fine 
and costs on the charge of being, an 
habitual offender. He was last ar- 
rested on a charge of intoxication. 


It is understood he has twice serv- 


ed workhouse sentences -this year, 
and two years ago he was committed 
to the state hospital for the insane at 
Columbus. 
On his release two 


months later he told Turnkey Geo. 
Taylor, of the county Jail, that he 
had been only feigning insanity in 
order to get "aent up" for the win- 
ter. 


Ridenour offered no 
explanation 


of his attempt at suicide. 


He had torn his shirt into a strip 


and fastened one end of it to his 
cell bars and the other around his 
neck, then swung off a stool to die. 


The incentive to the participants to

The President in effect 
said that the constitutionalists must 
have a share in the political destinies 
of the nation; they had demonstrated 
their capacities in their military suc- 
cesses and there could be no pacifica- 
tion without them. 


Accordingly 
there was devised a 


plan which was put into effect in just 
five days. The Huerta delegates and 
the American commissioners agreed 
upon all planl s m the peace program 
but those relating to the 
personnel 


and organization of the new provi- 
sional government and the time when 
American forces would be withdrawn 
from Vera Cruz. 


Late last night the signatures of the 


two sets of delegates and the medi- 
ating plenipotentiaries were affixed to 
the protocols. 


Coincident with the signing of the 


protocols, the mediators 
issued 
a 


statement setting forth the reasons 
why they had been unable to admit 
constitutionalists previously, and stat- 
ing that they had decided to leave the 
internal problem to 
the Mexicans 


themselves to adjust. The invitation 
to representatives of the two factions 
to meet in conference and agree on 
the fotm of the new administration 
was incorporated in the minutes ot 
the proceedings. 


The mediators and delegate's were

To the Farmers of Licking Co. 


I would like to say a word in re- 


gard to the new pikes, which are be- 
ing constructed through our county 
and elsewhere. 
They are too 
ex- 


travagant for the farmer to stand 
them; they could 
be made many 


thousand dollars cheaper per 
mile 


and could be made better roads. 


The roads are being widened out 


to 60 feet, thus fences are torn down 
and also shade trees, the road beds 
are being graded to eight feet high 
and big ditches from 4 to 
8 
feet 


deep are left on each side of the 
road and 15 to 20 reet on each side 
cannot be traveled, thus making the 
highway dangerous. 
On one 
mile 


of the Columbus Road, near 
Gran- 


ville, from §15 to $20,000 
damage 


has been done to the settlers along 
the side of it, and besides they are 
being taxed so much a foot for con- 
structing the road. 
Taxes must be 


paid also on the old «roads, 
which 


have good beds of g'ravel and which 
has been hauled for the last 50 or 
75 years; now these are graded over 
with loose dirt from 2 to S feet thick 
and a thin bed of worthless stones, 
in places with some crushed lime 
stones on top, 16 feet wide. 
In a 


very short time, the stones will be 
swallowed up in the loose clay. That 
is no foundation at all for the pike; 
the old roads would be a much bet- 
ter foundation than loose dirt and 
clay. 
Forty feet of road would be wide 


enough and have the sides graded 
up and have it 25 to 30 feet wide 
and no ditches on each side. 


We have a right to judge every 


man and officer by his works; there- 
fore, the farmers and taxpayers of 
this neighborhood have e->:r.e to the 
conclusion that there are unquali- 
fied officers at the head of it.

It has been alleged by anarchists, 


socialists and other agitators iliat in 
the United States there is one law 
for the rich and another tor the poor. 


Such allegations are bitterly denied 


by jurists, and they can point to 
thousands of instances in which blind- 
folded justice, with even scales, has 
weighed the evidence without iear 01 
favor, and passed such judgments as 
prove that "the law is no respecter 
of persons." 


In his criticism of the courts, how- 


ever, the agitator is not wholly berefl 
of arguments which seem, to prove his 
case. Among others, he will point to 
the Thaw case, and to 
some such 


facts as these: 


It was eight years ago today, on 


June 25, 1906. that Harry Kendall 
JThaw, scion of a millionaire iamilv 
ot Pittsburgh, shot and killed Stan- 
ford White, a distinguished architect, 
on the roof of Madison Square Gul- 
den. 
Seven months later he Was 


placed on trial before Justice Fitzger- 
ald in New York. The trial, one oi 
the most sensational 
in 
American 


legal history, continued from January 
23 to April 12, 1907, and ended in the 
disagreement of the jury. 


On January 4, 190S, the second trial 


of Thaw commenced before Justice 
Dowling. 
It 
lasted less 
than a 


month, and the accused man was ac- 
quitted on the ground of insanity, ancl 
sent to the asylum lor the criminal 
insane at Mattewaii. 


Then began the long legal warfare 


to bring about the release of Thaw. 
In 190S a writ of habeas corpus, with 
this end in view, Avas dismissed, in 
1909 a hearing 
to 
determine 
the 


question oi Thaw's sanity was held 
at White Plains, where Evelyn Nos- 
bit Thaw, the "child wife'' heroine or 
this sordid tragedv, testilied that hoi- 
husband had threatened to kill hei. 
Justice Mills held that Thaw was 
menially unbalanced and remanded 
him to the hospital for the criminal 
insane. 


During the four years that followed 


there were various other legal aolions, 
and the State of New York was put, 
to great expense to combat the vnri 
ovis moves of the able counsel engage 
by the Thaws. 
— 


On August ]7th of last year, lega 


means having failed him, Thaw car 
ried out successfully a plan whicl 
gave him his freedom. With the aid 
Of five men and two ssvift automo 
biles he got safely away fiom the hos 
pital, and reached Coaticook, in Can 
ada, before he was captured. He wai 
subsequently taken to New Hampsire 
and there began his determined lega 
battle to prevent his .eturn to the 
custody of the New Ycrk authorities 


Pointing to this record of a lega 


battle lasting eight years, the critic 
of the 
American administration of 


justice will triumphantly ask: 


Would Harry K. Thaw be alive to- 


day, 
eight years after the commission 


ot his crime, if he had not possessec 
the Thaw millions, u&ed in tbe em- 
ployment of the,best legal talent and 
the greatest alienists in the country''

magnificent 
three-story 
structure 


and .contains all of the modern im- 
provements that have been developed 
n architecture 
in 
recent 
years— 


something that the citizens of Newark 
can point to with pride. The >build- 
ng is fireproof, spacious, light 
and 


airy and is located where the patients 
will be away from bustle and noise of 
;raffie. 
It is surrounded by trees and 


beautiful grounds. 


Taking the building by floors, the
